TO EVERYBODY WHO SERVED IN THE 
TT4K, 
Th* following is the text of the instruc- 


tions forwarded from the General Land 
Office to all registers and receivers in re- 
gard to pre-emptions under the new Army 
Bill: 


DEPARTMENT OF ISTEHIOH, 


GENERAL LAND OFFICE. 
Aujrnst S, 1870. 


Gentlemen .-—The following is the 25th 


sectior. ot the act of Congress approved 
July 15th, 1870, entitled "An act making 
appropriations for the support of the army 
for thii year ending June 39tb, 1371, and 
for other purposes, viz. : 


Section 25. And be it fnrt&er enacted, 


that every private soldier or officer who 
served in the army of the United States 
durin:; the rebellion for ninety days and 
remained loyal to the government,- and 
every seaman, marine, and 
officer and I 


other ]>er*on, who has served in the nary 
of the "United States or in the marine 
corps or revenue marine during the rebel- 
lion for ninety days, and remained loyal 
to the government, ahull, on payment of 
the feu or commission to any register or 
receiver of any land office required by 
]«w, b& entitled to enter any one section 
oflanil, not mineral, of the alternate re- 
serfed sections of public lands aloes the 
lines C'f any one of the railroads or other 
public works of the "United States, wher- 
ever public lands have beeu or may be 
granted by acts of Congress, and to reewre 
a patsnt therefor under and by virtue 
of the provisions of the act to accuro home 
stead? to actual settlers on the public 
domain, and the acts amendatory thereof, 
and on the terma and conditions therein 
prescribed; and all the provisions of said 
acts, except as herein modified, shall ex- 
tend and be applicable to entries under 
this act, and the commissioner of the 
general land office is hereby authorized to 
prescribe the necessary rules and regula- 
tions to carry fhia section into effect and 
determine all facta necessary therefor. 


By these provisions the homestead law 


of 20th May, 1SC2 and tbe acts amenda- 
tory thereof, are modified so as to allow 
entries to be mad« by the parties men- 
tioned, therein of the maximum quantity 
of one-quarter section, of 160 acre* of 
land, held at the double minimum price 
ol $?,50 per acre, instead of one-half 
quarter section, or eighty acres, as hereto- 
fore. 


XA ease of a party desiring to avail him- 


self thereof, you will require him to file 
the usual homestead application for the 
tract desired, if legally liable to entry, to 
make affidavit according to the form here* 
toforo annexed, instead of the usual home- 
stead affidavit, and, on bis doim* so, allo 
him to make payment of the $10 fee stip- 
ulated in the act of 30th May, 186:2, and 
the usual commissions on the price of the 
land at $3.50 per acre, the entry to be 
regularly numbered and reported to this 
office in our monthly homestead returns. 


Regarding settlement and cultivation, 


tbe requirements of the law in this class 
of entries are the same as in other home- 
•teail entries.

The school term commenced yesterday, 


and as K-insas has the credit ot! making 
he most liberal provisions of any_ State in 
,he TJnion'for the education of its youth, 
)£jrhaps it would not be uninteresting to 
four readers for roe to devote a few para- 
graphs to the consideration of this sub- 
ect. A permanent school fund is estab- 
ish'ed by reserving two sections in every 
township, the proceeds from, the sale oi 
which are devoted to building school- 
liouses and supporting a corps of efficient 
teachers. A large number of the citizens 
of this State having come here from the 
East, thfy bring with them a lively inter- 
est in the cause of education. Every little 
community as it rapidly crystalizes into a 
town, devotes its first attentions to tbe 
erection of a school building and the pro- 
curement of competent teachers. And a^ 
considerable difficulty is experienced in 
obtaining teachers from the East who are 
willing to make a permanent home in 
Kansas, and thus establish that feeling 
of sympathy that ought to grow up between 
teacher and pupil, the State Legislature 
has lately made an appropriation to found 
a Normal School, and Leaveaworth is i 
selected as the location. A Normal School 
already exists in Emporia, which is ably 
conducted, and affords very 
excellent 


training for teachers ; but as thin school 
is south of the Kansas river, rendering at- 
tendance inconvenient for those living in 
the Northern portion of the State, and is, 
beside, altogether inadequate to meet the 
constant demand for teachers, the erectior 
of a second Normal School has been foutd 
necessary, and the work will be com- 
menced this full. During its erectior.
